Death of Mr. Edmond Beales. 
By recent home papers wo nota that an- 
ather figuro, prominent in the ‘political 
history of the country during the past half

-ed in 1867; Mr. Beales resigaed the Pre- 
sideney March 10, 1869, and three days 
later the League was formally dissolved.
